The importance of using seed | 


which is pure as to variety is | 
; | 
measured to a considerable ex- 


tent by the purpose for which 
the resulting crop is intended, 
If the crop in question is to be 
used tor feeding purposes, es 
pecially on the home farm, a} 
slight mixture or even acon. 
siderable mixture of other 
kinde or varieties may not be a 
serious matter so long as these 
varieties or kinds mature with 
the main crop and possess high 
productivity and quality, There 
are &@ number of varieties on 
the market which do not differ 
widely in regard to these mat- 
ters and which will, therefore, 
not be particularly objection- 
able if mixed to some extent 
with the main crop, On the 
other hand it is a risky busi- 
ness to continue the use of 
seed which is not at least rela- 
tively pure, In the first place 
most_districts are particularly 
adapted to certain varieties, 
which varieties, one year with 
another, are likely to yield 
better returns than are others. 
Po allow an admixture of vari- 
eties which are of a lower ord- 
er is to run the risk of reducing 
the value of the crop, 

Even ripening in a crop of 
grain is something which prac- 
tical men recognise to be a mat- 
ter of very considerable im: 
portance. Where seed contains 
a mixture of other varieties 
which do not mature in the 
same length of time as the 
main crop, there 1s liable to be 
a lack of uniformity in ripe- 
ness of the crop. harvested, 
Such a condition may result in 
a reduction in the value of the 
said crop, 

Where impure varieties are 
used fur any considerable leng. 
th of time, certain undesirab'e 
types included in the mixture 
may increase in proportion to 


the better types for various 
seasons, ‘They may for in 
stance, mature a little later 


than the prevailing type and 
thus cause the harvesting op- 
erations to be delayed until 
they become sufficiently well 
matured. By that time the 
better type may be dead ripe 
and may shell out considerably 
in the handling. 

In the case of wheat grown 
for milling purposes, purity of 
variety if particularly import. 
ant, asin this case uniformity 
of ripening has a direct bear. 
ing upon the commercial grade, 
Thus where there isa difference

Found to Be An Expensive Operation 


Under Best of Conditions 


Burning of stubble has been found 


| 


to be of some value in the destruc- 
tion of weeds by destroying the seed 
plants with their seed crops before 
they have entered the sod.

Testing Prairie 
Fodder Crops 


Clover Suffers From Winter’ Killing, 
But Alfalfa is More Hardy 

The growing of some of the most 
desirable fodde) crops’ continues to be 
somewhat of. a problem on the open 
prairie, Winter-killing proves to be 
hard on the clovers although alfalfa 
usually comes through with fairly 
good stands. Sweet clover suffers 
more or less, although the Arctic var- 
jety is reported to come through fatr- 
ly well at the Scott, Saskatchewan. 
Experimental Station. Among the 
most important permanent forage 
crops under prairie conditions are 
classed Western ryo grass, brie 
grass, sweet clover and alfalfa by the 
Superintendent of the station. Of 
these a snixture of western rye grasa 
and brome grass give tho highest 
yield of hay, amounting to 1.39 tona 
per acre, western rye grass ylelded 
1.25 tons per acre and brome grass 
1.14 tons. These are the average re- 
turns for two years. In the 1926 crop 
brome grass ylelded heavier than any 


| of the others and was closely followed 
| by sweet clover with a yield of 1.81 


tons per acre, 
tons per acre.

OLOSED SEASONS 


There is a closed season in 
the Provinces of Saskatchewan 
and Alberta on band . tailed 
pigeons, swans, wood duck, 
eider duck, cranes, curlew, wil: 
let, godwits, upland plover, 


black-bellied and golden plover, 
greater and lesser yellow-leys, 
avocets, dowitchers, knots, oy- 
ster-catchers, phalarope§, stilts, 
surfbirds, turnstones, and all 
the shore-birds not provided 
with an open season in above 
schedule, 

There is a closed season 
throughout the year on the 
following non - gume_ birds: 
Auks, auklets, bitterns, fulmars, 
gannets, grebes, guillemots, 
gulls, herons, jaeyers, loons, 
murres, (petrels, puffins, shear- 
waters and terns; and there is 
a closed season throughout the 
year on the following insect- 
ivorous birds: Bobolinks, cat- 
birds, chickadees, cuckoos, 
flickers, flyeatchers, grosbeaks, 
humming birds, kinglets, mart- 
ins, meadowlarks, nighthawks 
or bull bats, nuthatches, orioles, 
robins, shrikes, swallows, swifte, 
tanagers, titmice, thrushes, vir- 
eos, warblers, waxwings, whip- 
poorwills, woodpeckers 
wrens, and all other perching 
birds which feed entirely or 
chiefly on insects, ’ 

No person shall kill, bunt, 
capture, injure, take or molest 
migratory game birds during 
the closed season, Sale of these 
birds is forbidden 
(iThe killing, capturing, taking, 
injuring or molesting of mi- 
yratory insectivorous and mi- 
gratory non-game birds is pro. 
hibited, The possession ot leg- 
ally taken migratory game 
birds is allowed in Alberta un- 
til March 31, following the open 
season, and in Saskatchewan 
until the last day of February, 
following the open seasen.
